Further amend the Law relating to Local Government in 
Ireland, and for other purposes connected therewith. 

DE it enacted by the King’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows : 

5 1. Notwithstanding anything in sub-head (y) of -subsection (3) 

of section ten of the principal Act, the compensation to be paid 
for land taken in pursuance of an order under that section shall, 
in the absence of agreement, be determined by the judge of assize 
without a jury, or if the parties so agree, be determined by an 
10 arbitrator appointed by the Local Government Board, or by the 
judge of assize with a jury according to the agreement. 

2 . The time within which the payment of any debt, claim, 
or demand mentioned in subsection (7) of section fifty-one of the 
principal Act. may be made may be extended by the Local Govern- 

15 ment Board to a time not exceeding two years from the date at 
which the same was incurred, or became due, in any case in which 
that Board are of opinion that there were reasonable grounds 
for delay in taking legal proceedings. 

3. — (1.) For the purposes of paragraph {a) of subsection (2) 
20 of section fifty-eight of the principal Act, any sum paid, with, the 

sanction of the Local Government Board, by the guardians of a 
union during any financial year as remuneration to a medical 
practitioner temporarily employed to discharge the duties of a 
medical officer of a workhouse, or dispensary, while he is absent on 
25 vacation under the authority of any general regulation of the Local 
Government Board, made under the Poor Belief (Ireland) Acts, 
1838 to 1900, shall be deemed to be part of the salary of that 
medical officer, and the Lord Lieutenant shall cause one half of the 
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A.D. 1902. said sum to be paid out of tlie Local Taxation (Ireland) Account 
accordingly. 

(2) The Lord Lieutenant shall cause to be paid out of the Local 
Taxation (Ireland) Account one half of the salary of any officer 
appointed by the Local Government Board for the purpose of 
assisting them in ascertaining whether the medicines and medical 
and surgical appliances mentioned in subsection (2) of the said 
section fifty- eight, are provided in accordance with the prescribed 
conditions. 

(3.) Subsection (4) of the said section fifty-eight shall apply 
in the case of an amount required to be raised in an urban county 
district by the council of that district, to meet a railway or 
harbour charge, in like manner as it applies in the case of an 
amount required to be raised in any area by a county council, and 
any sum payable by the Lord Lieutenant in pursuance of the said 
subsection, as amended by this enactment, shall be paid by him 
to the council of the urban district.

(c) that the alteration of the number of wards, or of the

think that the representation ought not to be entertained, cause to 
be made a local inquiry, and may make an order for the proposal

(3.) An order under this section shall he laid before Parliament 
as soon as may he after it is made. 

(4.) Article twenty-six of. the schedule to the Local Government 
(Application of Enactments) Order, 1898, is hereby annulled, save 
as respects any proceedings thereunder instituted before the 
commencement of this Act.

(3.) An order under this section may make such modifications in 
the application to the rural district councils comprised in the county 
of the provisions of any Order in Council made under Part VI. of 
the principal Act, or of the Order confirmed by the Local Govern- 
l Edw. 7. ment Board (Ireland) Provisional Order Confirmation (No. 3) Act, 
1901, as the Local Government Board may consider necessary for 
giving full effect to the order under this section. 

(4.) If by reason of anything done in pursuance of this section 

the duties of any officer of a county or district council are increased 

or diminished, the officer shall be bound to perform those duties, 

and shall receive such increase or diminution of remuneration in 

proportion to the increase or diminution of his duties as the Local 

Government Board may determine, subject nevertheless, in the case 

of diminution, to such compensation as is provided by subsection (19) 

of section one hundred and fifteen of the principal Act, and that 

subsection shall apply accordingly to any such officer in like manner 

as it applies to existing officers affected by the principal Act.

13. Whereas an association of county councils of Ireland has Provision 
been formed for the purpose of consultation as to their common tbn to*' funds 
5 interests and the discussion of matters relating to local government: of general 
Therefore a county council may pay out of the county fund, as counci1 ' 
general expenses incurred by them in the execution of the principal 
Act, any sum not exceeding ten pounds in any one year, as an 
annual or other subscription to the funds of the association, as well 
10 as any reasonable expenses of not more than two representatives 
at not more than two meetings of the association. 


14. A county or district council may insure agaiust any Power .to 
liabilities of the council under the Workmen’s Compensation Acts, acci 
1897 and.

Act, be deemed to be a notice of appeal. 


16. — (1.) At the audit of the accounts of any public body, the Amendment 
auditor shall charge, against any person accounting, the amount of as t0 

any deficiency or loss incurred by his negligence or misconduct, or 
30 of any sum which ought to have been, but was not brought into 
account by him, and shall in any such case certify the amount due 
from him. 


(2.) Sections twelve and thirteen of the Local Government 34&3oVict. 
(Ireland) Act, 1871, and section sixty- three of the principal Act c - 109 - 
35 (which relate to audits), shall apply to every sum certified to be due 
in pursuance of this section. 


17. — (1.) Where the Local Government Board require an Provisions 
extraordinary audit to be held of the accounts of any public body, or ™ extr?** 
of any officer, whether still continuing or upon his resignation or ordinary 
40 removal from office, the audit shall be deemed to be an audit SEtdtt? - 
within the meaning of the enactments relating to the audit of the 
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accounts of public bodies, and may be held after three days’ notice 
thereof given in the usual manner. 

(2.) An auditor of the Local Government Board may, at any 
time when authorised or required so to do by that Board, inspect 
the accounts and books of account of any public body, or any 5 
officer liable to account to him. 

(3.) Any member or officer of a public body who refuses to 
allow such inspection, or obstructs the auditor therein, or conceals 
any account or book for the purpose of preventing the inspection, 
shall be liable on summary conviction to a tine not exceeding 10 

Jive pounds. 

18. — (1.) The Local Government Board may make general 
regulations for the audit of the accounts of public bodies and their 
officers, and the regulations may prescribe the form in which the 
accounts are to bo kept, the mode of publishing the time and 15 
place for holding the audit, the person by whom, and the time 
within which, the accounts are to be produced for audit, and the 
mode of conducting the audit. 

(2.) Every regulation which purports to be made in pursuance 
of this section shall be presumed to have been duly made, and to 20 
be within the powers of this section, and no objection to the 
legality thereof shall be entertained in any legal proceeding 
whatever. 

(3.) Subsection five of article nineteen of the schedule to the 
Local Government (Application of Enactments) Order, 1898, is 25 
hereby annulled. 

19. In this Act, unless the context otherwise requires, the 
expression “ public body ” means any council, board, commissioners, 
or committee whose accounts are, under this or any other Act, or 
any Provisional Order confirmed by an Act, subject to audit by an 80 
auditor of the Local Government Board. 

20. This Act may be cited as the Local Government (Ireland) 
Act, 1902, and shall be construed as one with the Local Government 
(Ireland) Act, 1898 (in this Act referred to as the “ principal Act”), 
and may be cited with the Local Government (Ireland) Acts, 1S98 35 
to 1901. 
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
